The 27th difcovcring fe- 
veral Troops of the Enemy’s Forragers near Fuenti- 
duena, with 4 Squadrons pofted to defend a Ford, 
and fome Foor at no great Diftance from them ; he 
caus'd their Horfe to be attack’d by the Lieutenant 
of the Carabineers and put them co flight. While 
they were making to a rifing Ground, he atcack’d 


_ their Foot, and intirely defeated them: Above 300 


were found kill’d on the Spot, 270 were made Pri- 
foners, and about sco Beafts loaded with Forrage 
or Baggage were taken Ths Action was perform’d 
with no lefs Bravery than good Fortune, without the 
Lofs of one Man, and only one Horfe was hilld. Don 
Antonio Bruftan Lieutenant of Carabineers, Don 
Antonio Barberana Cornet, and one Dragoon, were 
wounded. Ic was advis’d at the fame Time, that 
Don Jofeph Carrillo Exemt of the Guards, with an- 
other Detachment had attack’d the great Mill the 
Enemy were poffefs'd of on the Tsgus, which they 
bad pofted Troops to guard, becaufe they have but 
2 other little Mills, which are hardly fufficient to 
grind the Corn they have Occafion for, It was at- 
tack'd ar Day-br-ak, and taken, 90 of the Enemg 
being kill’d, and 100 taken Prifoners, among them 2 
Captains and 1 Lieuenant. Of the King’s Troops 
oly 2 Grenadiers and 1 Trooper were kil'd. The 
Mill was ruin’d, the Mill-ftones and Whecls were 
broken, and 150 Meafwres of Corn found there 
were thrown inro the Warer.

The 3d Information was 
given by Deferress and frifoners, that the Enemy 
were preparing te decamp as priva'ely as was pofit- 
ble, to retire to the Kingdom of Valencia. Some 
Days before, 400 Manchegans march’d from Aran- 
juez, to fcour tae Country on the High-Road to 
Valencia: Afrer a march of 4 Hours, they meta 
Convoy of 19 large Waggons or Galerae, drawn 
by 6 or 8 Mules cach, leaded wnb Saddles, Boots, 
Arms, Gorn, Sweet-mests, aod a Sum of Money. 
The Guard confifting of 72 Englith aud 400 Va- 
lencians was immediately broken : Moftof th E- 
nemy were kill’d or made Prifoners, among them aw 
Englith Collonel, and the whale Convo. was takea. 
The 8: Intelligence was given that ‘hy Enem: bad 
decamp'd at 10 a Clock at Nigh: : 1500 Horle 
detach’d to fall wpom sheir Rearguird, killd or 
wounded above 500 of them, rock feveral Prifoners, 
and a great Number of Beaftsof Burcben or Car- 
riage. The Dake of Berwick foliowd them to- 
wards Santa-Cruz de la Zarza. Th: Manchegaus 
took from them at their paifing the Fagus 2 Fieid- 
Pieces, 1 Mortar, fome Wa and {feveral Sut- 
lers. The 9th the King encamp'd at Aranjuez, end 
the roth at Occanna, with $ Regiments »f Spani- 
ards, and fome oclters of French and Swils, who 
are daily joyn’d by Troops arrive from Anda- 
loufia. Thofe of Seville which are on the march, 
make 40co Foot and Horfe. The Enemy 
continuing to retire wih Precipitation ae got to 
Carrancofa, bendiog their march towards Huere, to 
retire into the Kingdom of Valewcia ; and rhe King 
is at Ucles.

Don Car- 
fos de San Gil with a Body of loyal Militia of Na- 
wacre and Arragon, has driven the Rebels out of 
Mallen, and caken from them 5 Cannon which was 
alt the Artillery they had ; whereby they are dif- 
abled from forcing feveral defencelefs Places to ree 
ceive them.
